I believe that it is quite possible that there 
is an hereditary influence in dental decay. In 
other words, I believe the child may be born 
with a tendency to either good or bad teeth. 
Perhaps he inherited that tendency from the 


mother—or it may even go back beyond the 
parents to the grandparents. 

Many people will tell you 
that they have good teeth be- 
cause they kept them clean, or 
because of some other reason, 
thus leading you to believe 
that the credit is all theirs. 
While they have earned some 
merit in properly caring for 

enol the teeth, the fact remains 
Dr. F. McCoy that they were lucky in having 
a good set of teeth to begin with—perhaps a set 
which was perfect because they inherited the 
tendency to perfect teeth from a parent having 
very good teeth, 

In spite of all the dietary publicity .being 
now given to good teeth which insists that teeth 
can be improved by the use of a better diet, I 
am convinced that it is difficult to change the 
teeth of an adult by correct diet. Some change, 
perhaps, can be brought about by correct feed- 
ing, but by the time one is grown, the teeth are 
already formed, either for good or bad, and re- 
gardless of how perfect the diet used, the teeth 
are not going to be greatly influenced by fcod. 

For example, I am of the opinion that prac- 
tically nothing can be done in the way of build- 
ing better teeth by diet alone after the age of 
20. Some of you may not believe that, but my 
experience leads me to believe that it is true. 

If you want to ensure good teeth for the 
child, the time to start is before the child is 
born, while the teeth are being formed. During 
that formative period when the teeth are actu- 
ally being built up, considerable good can be 
done by providing the mother’s diet with the 
minerals such as calcium, which are of value in 
building strong, hard teeth. Considerable good 
may also be done by seeing that the mother gets 
enough vitamin D, or gets enough sunshine so 
that she may manufacture the vitamin for her- 
self, as the vitamin will enable a better utiliza- 
tion of calcium to be made. 

Also, we can do something for the child's 
teeth by providing sufficient minerals early in 
life for the formation of good teeth. If you take 
an X-ray picture of a child's jaws while the 
baby teeth are still in the mouth, just before the 
second teeth come through, such a picture will 
show the second teeth already formed in the jaw. 
They show up very clearly and you will readily 
see that they are waiting to come through 

Proper dieting during the time those teeth 
were being formed will do a great deal of good, 
but diet does not have so much influence thirty 
years later, after those teeth have been used for 
chewing for a great many years. 

There is some benefit to the teeth by exgr- 
cising them through using the coarse, raw vege- 
tables which encourage vigorous chewing and 
children should therefore be given such foods 
as raw carrots and celery and also the fruits 
which require chewing. Of course, these foods 
are also good sources of minerals

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Jack V. asks: “Is there any 
truth in the theory that the presence in the 
mouth of two fillings which are unlike, cause 
an irritation of the mucous membrane leading to 
cancer?” 

ANSWER: There is considerable evidence 
that when the teeth are filled with dissimilar 
metals, that this may be conducive to mouth irri- 
tation because of the fact that the saliva may 
bring about the generation of slight electric cur- 
rents. However, most medical authorities agree 
that further research will be necessary to deter- 
mine whether this factor is of any real signifi- 
cance in producing sufficient irritation to pave 
the way for cancer of the mouth. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Thelma C. wants to know: 
“Is it necessary for the housewife to take exer- 
cises in view of all of the activity she gets by 
sweeping, bed-making, and dusting?” 

Answer: Because of the fact that most house- 
work encourages a bending forward of the body 
it is usually a good plan to take special exer- 
cises which will counteract the tendency to stoop 
over. However, if the daily tasks are done with 
the body held in the correct posture, with all 
bending from the hips, corrective exercise is 
usually not necessary. Try to keep the spine 
straight while working and do not allow the body 
to slump over and your housework will then be 
of value in preserving the figure 

QUESTION: Will B. writes: ‘The wrist of the 
left arm is swollen and gives considerable pain 
when I try to carry anything. Our local doctor 
says I have a chronic periostitis and that he can 
not do much for me.” 

ANSWER: Perigstitis is an inflammation of 
the periosteum, which is the tough, fibrous mem- 
brane surrounding a bone. This condition is gen- 
erally chronic and is marked by tenderness, 
swelling, and an aching pain. Acute periostitis 
is due to infection and is characterized by diftuse 
suppuration, severe pain and constitutional 
symptoms. Bathing the wrist for about 10 min- 
utes in hot water might help 

QUESTION: Mrs. I. N. inquires: “How can I 
persuade my daughter, now 11, to quit eating be- 
tween meals? She likes to eat and indulges at 
every opportunity. She is about 20 pounds over- 
weight for her age and height.” 

ANSWER: Once this habit has been establish- 
ed it may be difficult to break. However, if you 
will explain to her that she should be using only 
three meals a day, this may induce her to co- 
operate with you. Instead of allowing frequent 
mid-meal snacks, it might be a good plan to 
allow a glass of fruit juice at some stated time, 
with nothing else in between meals

The Passing Show 


By J. 8. COWPER 


Fascism in Belgium took a drubbing the other 
day when the Belgian people went to the polls. 
Premier Van Zeeland, head of Belgium's coali- 
tion government, received 275,840 votes and the 
Fascist leader, Leon Degrelle, only 69,242. 

Only a few months ago and Degrelle was 
organizing a “march on Brussets,” in emulation 
of the “march on Rome” that the Italian Fascists 
organized fifteen years before. But Degrelle 
showed himself less skilled than Mussolini. 
Mussolini let the rank and file do the marching. 
After they had accomplished the feat in safety, 
he arrived next day in a Pullman car. Degrelie 
proposed to lead the march “in person” as they 
say in the movies. Premier Van Zeeland thought 
Degrelle was going too far. He called out the 
army. He forbade the march. Degrelle instead 
of arriving in Brussels in triumph, arrived “in 
person” in charge of the police. He was de- 
tained in a police station overnight on a charge 
of “disorderly conduct,” and liberated next 
morning. 

The present campaign was waged with cx- 
traordinary virulence. Degrelle, like Hitler, a 
handsome bachelor, travelled in an armoured 
car, protected by a bodyguard. He denounced 
the “old-line politicians,” and promised clean 
government, making a point that Van Zeeland 
is a banker and therefore a representative of 
the predatory financial interests. He did not 
overlook the appeal to religion either. His 
party—the Rexist party—is not a Royalist party. 
It took as its motto “Christus Rex"”—“Christ is 
King’—in an effort to secure the votes of the 
pious, the slogan giving the name “the Rex 
Party.” 

Fascism believes in being “all things to all 
men.” In Catholic Belgium, Degrelle sought to 
clothe Fascism in clerical garb. In Libya, I 
Duce, in his role as Fascist No. 1 with an eye 
on the Mohammedan world, announces himself 
as “the protector of Islam.” In Germany, Hitler 
is introducing a form of Germanic pagan faith, 
“the Valhalla of the Third Reich,” as the Bishop 
of Brunswick called it, with God “revealed to 
us through the Feuhrer.” 

One of the advocates of the new German 
religion—Ernst Hauck, headmaster of a boys’ 
school at Neustadt, in an address at a recent 
rally of the Germanic Faith Movement at Co- 
burg, did not hesitate to disparage the person 
whom his brother Nazis in Belgium, seeking 
votes, were claiming as their King. Said Dr. 
Hauck: 


“The field-gray soldier who throws his 
last hand grenade, the dying seaman who, 
felled by a murderer’s hand, pronounces 
the Feuhrer’s name as his last word, these 
are for us divine figures much more than is 
the crucified Jew.” 


Belgium has tired of being a highway for the 
invasion of France. It recently renounced its 
alliance with France whereby each nation gave 
aid to the other. It will resist invasion, but will 
no longer be a bound ally of France. 

France is meeting the new situation by ex- 
tending its ‘“Maginot Line” of concealed for- 
tresses across the Belgian border to the English 
channel, at a cost of $91,000,000. These con- 
cealed fortresses are linked by undergrcund 
passages and railroads to facilitate the rapid 
concentration of troops and munitions. They 
are heavily armoured, with disappearing guns 
and defensive “pill-boxes,” and stocked with 
munitions and food to permit troops to remain 
underground for many months, if necessary. 
The larger units have their own electric plonts, 
water works and power houses. The line starts 
from the Swiss border. The portion near to the 
Channel will have a system of locks and flood- 
gates to permit the areas to be flooded from the 
canals within a few hours. A strong secondary 
line of defences parallels the front line of forts. 
France does not intend to permit another drive 
to be made across her frontier to the gates of 
Paris. With Belgium committed to the defence 
of her own soil, and with the Maginot line ex- 
tended west of the Belgian frontier to the 
Channel, France will be more secure against 
German attack than before the withdrawza! of 
Belgium from her treaty with France. 

Several German friends assure me that Ger- 
many has nothing but the most peacefu! inten- 
tions, and is only arming to save herself from 
aggression. If that’s the case, France is throw- 
ing away $91,000,000 and the heavy cost of main- 
taining and manning the new extension of the 
Maginot line. These underground fortresses 
have no value apart from purely defensive pur- 
poses.

Glancing over this month's “Thrilling Ad- 
ventures” magazine, I notice a story of West 
African river life by G. H. Gilroy-Moore. Some 
months ago I met Mr. Gilroy-Moore out cruising 
on the Gulf of Georgia. A fascinating conversa- 
tionalist he is. A former Fellow of the London 
Institute of Chartered Accountants, he spent 
many years on the west coast of Africa in charge 
of palm-oil plantations and trading stations for 
the big English companies. Then came war ser- 
vice in West Africa, Palestine and on the west- 
ern front. Since then he has led a roving life of 
adventure, part of the time as a west coast 
fisherman and part of the time in logging camps. 
Now he 1s putting his experiences into story form 
for the adventure magazines. They have the 
ring of truth about them. He has lived a part 
in most of them. 

I remember the question of German colonies 
coming up in conversation. Gilroy-Moore, who 
had fought the Germans in West Africa, stood 
up for the Germans as colonizers. Said he: 
“Don't believe these stories that the Germans 
are not good colonizers. Like ourselves, they 
had few white men out in West Africa, and 
those were in executive positions. But they 
administered the country well, kept good order 
and built up a large export trade. Next to 
Germany, they shipped largely to England.”

“Germany expresses surprise at 
the fact the Pope not only engag- 
ed in criticism of internal condi- 
tions in the Reich but went so 
far as to launch a world-wide ap- 
peal which to a certain extent 
seeks to erect a general anti-Ger- 
man front.” 

The note declares peaceful de- 
velopment, which, as ever, de- 
sired by the Reich, will depend on 
the future attitude of the Vatican 
and on the capacity of the chureh
